The applicants' response filed 12/14/2006 under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the 
final rejection has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in 
condition for allowance for the following reasons. 

The currently pending claim 1 still includes non-elected subject matter, which 
was not examined. An Election/Restriction was made on based on the "indazole core". 
Applicants elected with traverse Group I, claims 1-6, wherein X 1d , X 2d , X 3d and X 4d of 
formula la or lb are carbon. That is the six-membered ring is a benzene ring not a 
hetero ring. See paper dated 9/28/2005. Therefore, claims 1-6 were examined to the 
extent they embraced the elected subject matter. See Office Action dated 1/4/2006. In 
response, applicants cancelled claims 2-6, leaving claim 1 as the only pending claim. In 
the Final Rejection, claim 1 was indicated as examined to the extent it embraced the 
elected subject matter and the obviousness-type double patenting rejection over US 
was maintained. See Office Action dated 6/16/2006. In the present response, applicants 
have filed a Terminal Disclaimer to overcome the rejection but have not limited the claim 
1 to the elected subject matter. Hence, claim 1 is not in condition for allowance.
